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Family ducky’ to 
escape house fire 


Quick-thinking daughter saves her family as garage blaze spreads 


A FATHER and his family es¬ 
caped a fire which severely 
damaged their home thanks 
to his daughter who raised 
the alarm. 

Roy Thomas, his wife, and 
three children, who did not 
wish to be named, managed 
to get out of their home with 
their two dogs on Saturday 
afternoon after his daughter 
spotted flames in a window 

The family, who live in 
Dane Hill Road in Kennett, 
are unable to live in their 
home following the fire, 
which started in their nearby 
garage. 

Within “10 or 15 minutes”, 
the fire was spreading to the 
house, Roy said. 

He told the News: “We had 
just gone for lunch on Sat¬ 
urday afternoon when my 
daughter came down and 
said there was smoke com¬ 
ing from around the win¬ 
dow. 

“As she ran down the 
stairs, she saw flames com¬ 
ing from the big window in 
our house. 

“If my daughter had not 
spotted it, she would not 
have been able to get down 
the stairs and would have 
been trapped.” 

Five fire engines from So- 
ham and Suffolk attended 
the incident, which forced 
the family out onto the main 
road to avoid the danger. 

Roy said the family were 
“lucky” as a passing police 
officer happened to see the 
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fire, and crews were already 
out at a blaze in forestry near 
Mildenhall, getting them to 
the incident faster. 

He added: “Because it was 
a hot day, the windows were 
open which caused the fire 
to spread quicker. 

“I’m very relieved that 
we all got out to safety. The 
flames were terrible.” 

A bathroom, hallway and 
the porch of the family’s 
home were destroyed, and 
the rest of the house was af¬ 
fected by smoke damage. 

The garage was burnt to 
the ground, and the nearby 
hot tub was also destroyed. 

“It’s just one of those 
things,” Roy said. 

“Everyone is safe and no- 
one was hurt. You just feel 
totally helpless. It’s so scary 
how it can spread but we 
were so lucky. 

“You don’t realise how 
much you need the fire ser¬ 
vice until something like this 
happens.” 

A Fire Emergency Support 
Services vehicle with a vol¬ 
unteer from the Red Cross 
team attended the blaze 
at about 3pm on Saturday 
and are now supporting the 
Thomases, who are having 
to stay with family. 

The fire was caused ac¬ 
cidentally, by an electrical 
fault.

RETAIL 

£70 fine for ‘too 
much shopping’ 


A COUNCILLOR has been 
hit with a £70 fine after auto¬ 
matic cameras believed he 
had been in Tesco in New¬ 
market for almost EIGHT 
hours. 

Andrew Appleby was sent 
a charge notice from High- 
view Parking after his car 
was pictured entering the 
car park at 10.40am and 
leaving at 6.31pm. 

However, Mr Appleby said 
it was a flaw in the system 
and he and his wife had 
made multiple journeys 
during the day. 

He has hit out at the sys¬ 
tem as he said other people 
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may not want to contest it 
and will feel obliged to pay. 

He told the News : “It’s a 
system cock-up. My worry 
is that some older people 
would get one of these and 
panic about it and pay un¬ 
necessarily.” 

“When the new store is 
finished and people may go 
and spend hours in the res¬ 
taurant and then do their 
shopping, this is going to 
put them off. It needs to be 
considered in terms of cus¬ 


tomer satisfaction.” 

A spokesperson for Tesco 
said that the store does not 
operate a no returns policy 
so shoppers should be able 
to visit on multiple days 
without a fine. 

They added: “We work 
very closely with our car 
parking providers to ensure 
we do the right thing for our 
customers. We’ve asked our 
supplier to check the system 
at the store and as a gesture 
of goodwill the fine will be 
cancelled.” 

No-one from Highview 
Parking was available to 
comment yesterday.

Attack victim shows signs of recovery 


A CAMBRIDGE United fan 
from Mildenhall who was 
brutally attacked and left in 
a coma by a gang of rival 
supporters has undergone 
a "fantastic change" in his 
recovery, his wife has said. 

Five months ago Simon 
Dobbin, 42, was set 
upon after a U's match in 
Southend. 

Last month Mr Dobbin was 
moved from Addenbrooke's 
to a rehabilitation centre 
based at the Colman 
Hospital in Norwich. 


Nicole Dobbin, 44, 
explained he has already "got 
his sense of humour back" 
and has begun to recognise 
some people, mouth words, 
laugh and move his limbs. 

She said: "There was 
a fantastic change in him 
within 24 hours of him being 
moved. 

"He's fighting - he's so 
alert, it's like a light's been 
switched on." 

"If there are any witnesses 
I would ask them to come 
forward, because it could 


happen to anyone. 

"What we've been through 
as a family I'd hate anyone 
else to go through." 

However she added 
doctors have told Mr 
Dobbin's family they will not 
be able to assess the scale 
of his recovery for at least a 
year. 

Mr Dobbin, who was 
wearing a Cambridge shirt 
at the time of the attack, 
suffered brain damage, 
damaged hips, broken ribs 
and a broken nose.

Date set for terrorist plot trial accused 


A DATE has been set for the 
trial of a man charged with 
planning a terrorist attack 
on American military per¬ 
sonnel in Britain. 

funead Ahmed Khan, 24, 
who is accused of intending 
to commit terrorist acts over 
the allegations, will face trial 


on February 15. 

He faces an additional 
count where it is alleged he 
planned to stage a car acci¬ 
dent and run over a service¬ 
man, and was said to have 
“discreetly monitored” RAF 
Mildenhall and Lakenheath. 

He appeared in court with 


his uncle, Shazib Ahmed 
Khan, who was said to be 
planning to join IS. 

Both Khans were remand¬ 
ed in custody ahead of a 
hearing on January 11 2016 
and the February 15 trial, 
both to take place at the Old 
Bailey.

Jail despite ‘get 
out free’ plans

A MAN who said he collected 
indecent images of children 
as part of a plan to trap pae¬ 
dophiles has been jailed. 

Colin Warren, 66, of How¬ 
ard De Walden Way, New¬ 
market, appeared at Ipswich 
Crown Court where he was 
jailed for nine months. 

Warren was found guilty 
of making indecent images 
of children and distributing 
indecent images of children. 

Sentencing Warren, Judge 
John Devaux said the jury 
had rejected his claim to have 


been attempting to identify 
and trap paedophiles. 

Because of the seriousness 
of the offences and the num¬ 
ber of images involved, an 
immediate prison sentence 
was the only appropriate op¬ 
tion, said Judge Devaux. 

Warren said he decided to 
act after receiving indecent 
images of children in a spam 
email. He claimed to have 
passed on details of six men 
he suspected of being paedo¬ 
philes to Crimestoppers and 
was in the process of gather¬ 
ing more evidence when po¬ 
lice called in June last year. 

Officers who seized War¬ 
ren’s mobile phone uncov¬ 


ered 145 images of children, 
including 33 images and six 
movies assessed to be of the 
most serious type, said Hugh 
Vass prosecuting. 

Mr Vass said Warren told 
police he had only down¬ 
loaded the images as a way of 
entrapping paedophiles. 

Warren kept details of peo¬ 
ple he suspected in a note¬ 
book as a “get out of jail free” 
card which he could produce 
to the authorities in the event 
of his arrest, said Mr Vass. 

Warren denied that and 
said he was continuing to col¬ 
lect evidence after informa¬ 
tion he passed to Crimestop¬ 
pers was not being acted on.

Man dies after being hit by a train 


A 34-YEAR-OLD man from 
Newmarket has died after he 
was hit by a train on Thurs¬ 
day. 

The incident happened at 
Wetherby Crossing in New¬ 
market on Thursday, August 
6, just before 6pm. 


A spokesman from the 
British Transport Police 
said: “Officers from BTR col¬ 
leagues from Cambridgesh¬ 
ire and Suffolk Constabulary 
attended the scene alongside 
paramedics from the East of 
England Ambulance Service. 


“A 34-year-old man from 
Newmarket was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

“The man’s family has been 
informed and a file will be 
prepared for the coroner. The 
incident is not being treated 
as suspicious.”

Alley sex charge 
for mum-of-two 


A FRISKY drunken couple 
have admitted having sex 
outside The Grafton shop¬ 
ping centre in Cambridge - 
in clear view of passers-by. 

Charlene Spice and An¬ 
dreas Georgiou were caught 
in the steamy act in broad 
daylight on Burleigh Place 
on the evening of Saturday 
July 18. 

Spice, of Granby Street, 
Newmarket, was naked from 
the waist down during the 
10-minute romp around the 
back of the shopping centre 
in Cambridge. 

The 30-year-old mother,- 
of-two told Cambridge mag¬ 
istrates last week that she 
was given a rare night off 
from the kids and it got “out 
of control”. 

Georgiou, ofVictoria Road, 
Cambridge, was said to have 
initiated the rendezvous at 
7.15pm when he climbed on 
top of Spice when her trou¬ 
sers began falling down. 

The 34-year-old told po¬ 
lice that he’d drunk a large 
amount of alcohol when 
they were out celebrating 
Spice’s birthday. 

At Cambridge Magistrates’

Court, both of them pleaded 
guilty to an act of outraging 
public decency, and Spice 
also pleaded guilty to being 
drunk and disorderly in a 
public place. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court that the pair 
were “obviously intoxicated” 
when outside The Grafton 
Centre. 

Spice’s T-shirt was bro¬ 
ken, which exposed her bra, 
and her trousers were falling 
down. 

Members of the public 
then saw Georgiou climb 
on top of Spice on Burleigh 
Place before moving towards 
a shop door in the alley. 

Spice’s jeans were re¬ 
moved and her genitalia was 
exposed as they “continued 
to perform sexual acts” for 
10 minutes, the magistrates 
court heard. 

The pair were stopped by 
police, who were called to 
the scene. Spice struggled 
with officers as they tried to 
put her in the van. 


In police interview, Spice 
said she had gone to Cam¬ 
bridge to meet up with her 
boyfriend - one of Geor- 
giou’s friends. 

She said she became “very 
intoxicated” and doesn’t re¬ 
member anything - but she 
admitted it was her. 

Catherine Bradd, mitigat¬ 
ing for Georgiou, called the 
actions “out of character”. 

She added: “He was hor¬ 
rified when he saw the evi¬ 
dence. He is deeply embar¬ 
rassed by this.” 

Georgiou was said to have 
been on a “three-day binge” 
at the time where he remem¬ 
bers little. 

Spice, representing her¬ 
self, said it was an “opportu¬ 
nity to have the whole night 
to myself and it just got out 
of control. 

“I am completely 
ashamed. I am sorry,” she 
added. 

Sentencing was adjourned 
for reports until August 27.

FORUM AGENDA CHANGED 

THERE was a surprisingly good 
turnout of local councillors at the 
latest Town & Parish Forum meeting, 
held last week in the newly-built 
community centre on the St. John's 
estate in Mildenhall under the 
chairmanship of the FHDC deputy 
leader, Cllr. Robin Millar, who was 
supported by several members of the 
planning department.

United striker 
drove BMW at 
156mph on A1 



A CAMBRIDGE United 
striker living in Newmarket 
has been banned from driv¬ 
ing after being caught doing 
156mph in his BMW. 

Police struggled to catch 
up with footballer Jordan 
Slew as he sped along the 
A1(M) northbound near 
Sawtry. 

Slew, of Park Lane, New¬ 
market, only slowed down 
to 130mph when he came 
across another vehicle on 
his travels. 

The 22-year-old carried 
out the offence on March 3 - 
just one month after he was 
signed at the U’s. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court heard that it was not 
the first time Slew had been 
caught speeding. 

Slew was previously sen¬ 
tenced for speeding on a 
motorway in 2012 when he 
received a three-month ban 
and a £660 fine. 

Paul Brown, prosecuting, 
told the court that a police 
officer saw a BMW travelling

at a fast speed approaching 
the A14 crossover at around 
11.15pm on March 3. 

The policeman put his 
blue lights on and began to 
follow the driver - who was 
travelling at 156mph in lane 
fouir - but he wasn’t gaining 
on him, the court heard. 

He chased the BMW for 
three miles at a constant 
speed but he was only able 
to catch him when another 
car weaved into the lane 
and forced Slew to slow to 
130mph. 

Mr Brown stressed the 
road wasn’t clear the whole 
time during the offence. 

Slew pleaded guilty at the 
first opportunity on Tuesday 
to exceeding the speed limit 
on the motorway. 

Ben Rowe, mitigating, 
said: “He has absolutely no 
excuse. He is an immature 
man who has made a very 


foolish mistake.” 

On the previous ban for 
speeding, Mr Rowe added: 
“Some people need to be 
told twice. No excuse can 
be put up for such a foolish 
mistake. 

“It will cause him a great 
deal of inconvenience. He 
says it will never happen 
again.” 

Lead magistrate Philip 
Peacock said: “Not only will 
you be told twice but it will 
be twice as expensive in 
your pocket.” 

Slew was banned from the 
roads for six months and 
was given a £1,400 fine. 

He was also ordered to 
pay £150 in court costs, a 
£120 victim surcharge and 
£85 in prosecution costs. 

In Lebruary of this year, 
Slew was signed on an 
18-month deal following his 
release by Blackburn.

eas, and 200,000 guineas. 

One was later sold outside the 


sale for £150,000, while another 
was withdrawn before the sale 
began. 

It was a foal from Sea The 
Stars that wowed the crowds 
that evening, selling for 450,000 
guineas. 

His crop will again be rep¬ 
resented in the yearling sales, 
with Sea The Stars and Galileo, 
Frankel’s father, having 43 year¬ 
lings catalogued between them. 

A total of 37 Group 1 and Clas¬ 
sic winners have own or half 
brothers and sisters in Octo¬ 
ber’s sale, including A1 Kazeem, 
Prince Bishop, Rizeena and Seal 
of Approval.

TWO elderly women were targeted 
by thieves in Newmarket last week - 
with one victim in her 90s having to 
pursue a woman who stole £60 from 
her.

Car chase ends 
with jail term 


A MOTORIST who mounted 
a pavement and forced a 
dog walker to quickly avoid 
being hit during a police 
chase around Soham has 
been jailed. 

David Holland, of Gim- 
bert Road, Soham, drove 
his BMW - which had his 
3-year-old child and partner 
inside - at twice the speed 
limit and failed to stop for 
the police. 

During the pursuit, the 
24-year-old drove down 
tracks, footpaths and 
squeezed his car between a 
tree and fence to get away 
from the police. 

Sally Hickling, prosecut¬ 
ing, told Cambridge Crown 
Court that police first no¬ 
ticed Holland on Pratt Street 
at 10.15am on june 2 as he 
wasn’t wearing a seat belt. 

The police began to fol¬ 
low the BMW, putting on 
their blue lights and siren, 
but Holland accelerated 
to speeds of 60mph down 
Pratt Street and Queensway

- where the speed limit is 
30mph. 

At one point, a Skoda got 
in his way so he swerved 
left and mounted the pave¬ 
ment on a busy road before 
speeding off. 

He then went down a 
track near Berrycroft where 
he came across a dog walker 
on the path. 

Ms Hickling added: “A 
woman had to pick up her 
dog, lean against the fence 
to avoid being struck by the 
car.” 

He caused damage to his 
car when he squeezed be¬ 
tween a tree and fence be¬ 
fore driving down a footpath 
so police couldn’t follow 

Police arrived at his ad¬ 
dress and Holland admitted 
the offence, saying he aban¬ 
doned his car the opposite 
side of the town. 

Ms Hickling concluded: 


“This was prolonged bad 
driving with disregard of the 
safety of others while being 
pursued by police.” 

Holland previously plead¬ 
ed guilty to charges of dan¬ 
gerous driving, failing to 
stop when required to do 
so by a constable and driv¬ 
ing without insurance and a 
valid test certificate at Cam¬ 
bridge Magistrates’ Court in 
June. 

Emma Ranee, mitigating, 
said: “He panicked. It was 
a moment of madness. He 
simply wanted to get away 
rather than pull over. 

On Thursday, Judge Stuart 
Bridge said: “This was not 
only a ridiculous and stupid 
course of conduct of being 
pursued, but it was also very 
dangerous.” 

He concluded that it the 
offence was “so serious” that 
only immediate custody was 
appropriate. 

Holland was jailed for 
24 weeks and was given a 
12-month driving ban.

‘One stop shop’ 
for public data 


WHAT would you like to 
know about what your lo¬ 
cal council is doing in your 
area? 

That is the question from 
Forest Heath District Coun¬ 
cil as it seeks to “improve 
openness” and give local 
people “better access to in¬ 
formation”. 

Earlier this year, Forest 
Heath was one of a num¬ 
ber of councils in the area, 
including St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, Babergh 
and Mid Suffolk District 
Councils and Suffolk Coastal 
Council to secure a £205,000 
grant from the government 
to improve openness and 
transparency 

They are now seeking 
feedback from residents, 
businesses and community 
groups across the Forest 
Heath district in a joint ini¬ 
tiative called Releasing Data 
for All. 

Cllr Jennie Jenkins, chair¬ 
man of the Suffolk Public 
Sector Leaders, said: “Over 
the coming months we will

be working with our fellow 
Suffolk councils, as well as 
our partner organisations 
and communities, to iden¬ 
tify what information could 
most help users throughout 
Suffolk. 

“This information, where 
possible, will then be pub¬ 
lished on the Suffolk Obser¬ 
vatory website and will be 
accessible to everyone. 

“We urge businesses, or¬ 
ganisations or communi¬ 
ties to get in touch with any 
suggestions about what in¬ 
formation they would find 
beneficial.” 

The project is hoping to 
identify and publish data 
which is held by councils in 
Suffolk and could be helpful 
to organisations, communi¬ 
ties or businesses. 

Forest Heath District 
Council, along with the oth¬ 
ers taking part in the pro¬ 
ject, intends to start pub¬ 


lishing the information by 
the autumn. 

It said it hoped the ongo¬ 
ing release of information 
would “create a wealth of 
knowledge”, which would 
then help to “support eco¬ 
nomic and social growth” 
around the Suffolk county.

‘I make myself feel 
better by having fun!’ 




When he was struck down with a rare form of cancer for the second time in four years, 12-year- 
old Evan Rees-Humphreys made a vow: to not let this cruel disease stand in his way. Four 
months and thousands of pounds in fundraising later, he's kept his promise. Lydia 
Fallon meets one incredibly brave boy. 

T HE word Inspiration' gets 
bandied around rather a lot, 
and not always deservedly so, 
but for Evan Rees-Humphreys 
there couldn't be a more fitting 
1 Bscription. 

At just 12 years old, Evan 
has been through more in his 
young life than most adults 
face in an entire lifetime, 
but is proof that when it 
comes to bravery and 
determination age is just 
. a number. 

Struck down with 
a rare form of liver 
cancer in 2010, aged 
only 8, and then 
again in April this year, 

Evan's been in and 
out of hospital more 
times than he cares 
to remember. He's 
faced unfathomable 
hardship; 
numerous bouts 

r of chemotherapy, 
multiple operations 
and unbelievable pain 
- but has kept on smiling 
regardless. 

"He just takes it all in his 
stride," says mum Sarah, 
speaking at their Gamlingay 
home. "Regardless of what 
he goes through he just 
cares about other people. 

Like when we heard he 
had it the second time I was 
on the phone to the consultant 
in tears, not being able to 
explain what was up, and his 
immediate reaction was 'Is there 
something wrong with Mops and 
Pops (nanny and granddad)?' He 
didn't care it was something to do 
with him; he was just worried about 
them. 

"He's so determined to get on with 
it; never moaning and just facing up to 
everything with a sense of humour." 

"I don't see the point in moaning," 

Evan agrees. ". . . Unless I'm going 
shopping!" 

But it's not just Evan's courage in the 
face of adversity which is so impressive, 
since his second diagnosis, the youngster 
has spent every spare moment 
fundraising for charity, totting up almost 
£13,000 in just four months. 

It's an admirable feat and one which 
hasn't gone unnoticed. Evan recently 
received a nomination from family 
friend Nikita Frampton for the 2015 Kiss 
Communications Young People of the 
Year awards, also known as the YOPEYs, 
which organisers say are the Oscars for 
young people who give to others. 

Admitting, a little bashfully, the 
nomination made him feel 'proud', Evan 
says he started fundraising, "to give back 
to all the people who have helped me at

Ward C2 and PDU at Addenbrooke's." 

It's also proved a fitting tribute to a 
special friend. "When my friend Callum 
died, his nan told me to live my life 
and think about my choices, as Callum 
didn't have a chance to do that. It made 
me think 'Right, what can I do to give 
back?"' 

There've been cake sales, fun runs, 
book signings, and even a sponsored 
head shave. "My hair was long and 
blonde before," laughs Sarah, stroking 
her newly-shaven locks. "I'm still getting 
used to it; I keep going to take my 
ponytail out at night." 

It's a sign of Evan's popularity that the 
whole community has got involved with 
the fundraising, and the "wonderful 
support" they've received has, Sarah 
says, made a horrible few months a little 
more bearable. "We've had to get two 
freezers because of all the food that 
people have made for Ev!" 

It was Christmas Eve 2010 when 
Evan was first diagnosed with the liver 
cancer Hepatoblastoma. It's incredibly 
rare, with only eight children diagnosed 
every year, mostly under the age of 5. 

"It accounts for only 1 per cent of all 
childhood cancers," Sarah explains. 

Earlier that month he'd complained 
of an ache in his shoulder, but there was 
no sign it was anything to worry about, 


"and being the sympathetic mother I 
was I had just told him to try lying on 
the other side," Sarah remembers. "He 
woke up the next morning feeling better 
so went to school as normal; but then I 
received a phone call saying he hadn't 
made it in." 

Sarah rushed to pick Evan up and they 
headed straight to Addenbrooke's. At 
first the doctors suspected appendicitis 
but soon realised it was something far 
more serious. "I remember the doctors 
coming over to me, all suited and 
booted like they were from Reservoir 
Dogs, and they said there's been a 
complication and they'd found a mass 
on his liver." 

Devastated, Sarah couldn't believe 
what she was hearing. "My first reaction 
was 'He's only got one of those and I've 
only got one of him', and then I started 
blaming myself, wondering why I hadn't 
noticed something earlier." 

The situation critical, there was no 
time to lose. Treatment started on 
Boxing Day and in the ensuing months 
Evan underwent six gruelling rounds of 
chemotherapy, as well as a nine-hour 
operation to resect the liver. He also had 
to spend the best part of three months 
in a halo brace after complications with 
his Hickman line resulted in twisted 
vertebra.

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Seeing her little boy suffer in such a way was, 
Sarah concedes, beyond heartbreaking. "But yet 
he never complained once," she recalls. "He 
tried to make light of the chemo treatment by 
wearing all sorts of funny hats when he lost his 
hair, and even though it made him feel so tired 
and unwell, he never let it bring him down." 

And, the treatment did its job. After six 
rounds of chemo, doctors confirmed Evan 
was in remission. "We had four years of fun 
and frolics; we raised money, we swam with 
dolphins, we went to Florida, and just had a 
great time," Sarah says. 

Life was good. Evan was feeling happy and 
healthy, and the family were 
looking forward to a brighter 
future. The three-monthly 
hospital check-ups had 
become six-monthly check¬ 
ups, and were just about to 
switch to once every year, but 
then in April came the news 
they'd been dreading: the cancer 
had returned. "But this time it 
had come back in his lungs, 
and unfortunately right across 
the middle of the lungs so 
surgery is limited," Sarah 
explains. 

Treatment has proved 
trickier too; the first lot 
of chemotherapy didn't 
prove as effective as they'd 
hoped, and doctors are 
now looking at other 
options, "including two 
drugs we like to call 
'Dolce and Gabbana'," 
they both chuckle. 


And even though the journey ahead may be 
a bumpy one, it is with this sense of humour 
they'll tackle it. "Some days it is harder to stay 
strong than others, absolutely, but we always try 
to remain positive, because keeping a sense of 
fun makes it easier and gets us through it," says 
Sarah. "In the whole time we've been dealing 
with this Evan's only once had an angry 'Why is 
this happening to me?' outburst and his bravery 
keeps me strong too." 

It's been a lifechanging few years for Sarah 
and Evan, and it's inevitable they see the world 
a little differently to before. "When I hear 
people moaning about insignificant things; 

when they don't appreciate 
everything they do have and 
how fortunate they are, I 
do get a little cross," Sarah 
admits. 

"It's taught us not to put off till 
tomorrow what we can do today. 
To make the most of every day 
and appreciate the things people 
tend to take for granted. 

"It also makes you realise that 
of all the things in this big, wide 
world, the most important 
one is your health - and each 
other." 

What would be Evan's 
advice to other young people 
going through something 
similar? "Don't be scared 
of the medicine, it will only 
make you better, and even 
though you might feel bad on 
some days, you have to try 
and make yourself feel better 
by having fun."

T HE archetypal 80s band, Spandau Ballet return for a second 
time to Newmarket, playing the Newmarket Nights show on 
Friday. 

They arrived on our radio, in our magazines and on our screens 
right at the beginning of the 1980s, with the sense that they were 
a team, a gang, albeit an extremely extravagantly-dressed kind of 
a gang. Founded in the punk era by school friends Gary Kemp, 
John Keeble and Steve Norman, Tony Hadley was enlisted to sing 
and then Gary's younger brother Martin joined on bass a couple of 
years later. 

Martin, pictured right, says: "It's always a bit of a blur. There are 
some moments that are really vivid, and some moments that I'll 
catch on MTV and look at it, and it feels like somebody else. There 
are some moments that I'm not sure if I remember, or if they're 
from a video." 

Martin clearly adored the whole whirlwind, though. "The 80s 
was a great period, there were great 
songs coming from everywhere, it just 
seemed to be a real stream of good 
stuff coming out." 

Genuinely excited and animated 
when talking about the current tour, 

Martin has even gained a different 
perspective on the band's immense 
back-catalogue by performing around 
the world. 

"It's a funny thing," he explains 
"because over here we think that 
everybody's going to think the best 
Spandau track is Gold. But you go 
to different countries and they have 
different favourites. If you go to 
America the national anthem of slow 
songs over there is True, and then in 
Italy, for example, it's / Fly For You. 

Countries joined the Spandau train 
at different times, so they all have 
their big Spandau tracks." 

He refuses to be drawn on what 
his own particular favourite is, 
though. 

A contented family man, having 
been happily married to fellow 
80s star Pepsi (of Wham-backing 
singers Pepsi and Shirley fame), 
and with grown up kids, his 
philosophy on life appears to 
have served him well through 
the years of craziness and 
beyond. "I love the whole idea 
of entertainment - everything 
that I do is my hobby. I tell my 
kids that a lot."

W HEN Alan Bennett brought 

the BBC his scripts for the first 
series of Talking Heads, the 
director Stuart Burge came up with a 
novel way to rehearse them. 

Bennett had written the six 
30-minute episodes as monologues, 
with each actor directly addressing the 
camera. Burge thought this unusual 
approach would need a special kind of 
intimacy. 

His technique was to sit the actors 
just a foot away and make them look 
him in the eyes as they said their lines. 
That was how they spent the three days 
before filming began. 

His work paid off. The plays, three of 
which are being revived at Cambridge 
Arts Theatre later this month, quickly 
became television classics. 


The playwright would go on to 
recall the special air of silence that had 
descended on the studio as the entire 
crew became wrapped up in each 
story. On one occasion, when they 
were filming the second series in 1998, 
a cameraman ended up in tears, so 
moved was he by the performance. 

For Bennett it was a small victory. 

He had once looked enviously at his 
colleagues Peter Cook and Dudley 
Moore because of their ability to make 
the band laugh in the 1960 revue 
Beyond the Fringe. It was something 
he'd never been able to do, but at long 
last, he felt he'd matched them. "At 
least I've made the cameraman cry," he 
laughed. 

In the first series, Bennett himself 
starred in A Chip in the Sugar, playing 


the part of Graham Whittaker, a 
middle-aged bachelor living happily 
with his beloved 72-year-old mother 
until she takes up with a "fancy man" 
and threatens to throw him out. 

At the Cambridge Arts Theatre, it's 
the turn of Karl Theobald (star of Green 
Wing, Twenty Twelve and Primeval ) to 
take on the role of Graham. 

Back in 1988, Stephanie Cole was in 
Soldiering On, the fourth Talking Heads 
episode. Now the Waiting for God actor 
is performing A Cream Cracker Under 
the Settee, the heart-breaking story of a 
75-year-old woman trying to hold on to 
her independence as infirmity sets in. 

Completing the trio is Siobhan 
Redmond, last seen in Bath in the 
RSC/National Theatre of Scotland 
production of Dunsinane and now 


playing the obsessive letter-writer Miss 
Ruddock in A Lady of Letters. A terrible 
snob, she's forever firing off ill-informed 
complaints to the authorities until her 
civilised correspondence turns into 
harassment. 

Although the plays started life 
on television, they have proved an 
enduring success on the stage and they 
have been seen in various combinations 
everywhere from Chichester to Los 
Angeles. In 2003, they won the New 
York Drama Critics' Circle Award for 
Best Foreign Play as well as a Drama 
Desk Award for actor Lynn Redgrave. 

As the theatre director Richard Eyre 
has said: "There is no playwright who is 
so liked by the public, so familiar and, 
like Noel Coward, so quintessential^ 
English."
